selves, Secretary Hoover told Presi­ 
dent Coolidge today that the great­ 
est measure for rehabilitation lay in 
the establishment by Congress of ef­ 
fective flood control. 
He held 
that 
this wrould “greatly restore confidence, 
security and credit”. 
Returning to the capital after an 
inspection trip through the flood zone, 
the commerce secretary confered 
at 
length with the President 
and 
laid 
before him figures as to the progress 
of relief and rehabilitation work. 
At the same time Maj. Gen. Jadwin, 
hief of army 
engineers, 
conferred 
with Secretary of War Davis on pro­ 
gress being made in the emergency 
study of flood control conditions as a 
basis of a report to be made to Con 
gress, that all flood victims had been 
returned to their homes from concen­ 
tration camps, but 
that 
46,000, or 
about 8 per cent, of the stricken still 
were dependent and were being 
ra­ 
tioned food supplies at home. 
Some continuing destitution during 
the winter months among those 
un 
able to finance repair to homes 
and 
to buy furniture, seed for fall plant­ 
ing, live stock, chickens and clothing, 
was predicted for about twenty coun­ 
ties. 
The Secretary could not 
esti­ 
mate at this time the additional funds 
»hat may be needed by the Red Cross 
for this purpose, but said after pro 
viding for the needy and for rehsbili 
tation measures in 111 counties up to 
January 1, that more than $1,000,000 
of the relief funds would be left.

among the layers are usually wear­

A ustin A. King, chief executive of 
Missouri from 1848-1853, was 
born 
Septem ber 21, 1802, one hundred and 
twenty-five years ago, in W ashington 
County, Tennessee. 
F rrm the time of his 
coming 
to 
Missouri in about the year 1830, 
he 
was identified with the political life of 
the stat. 
Hi 
first y ears in Missouri 
were spent in 
Columbia, 
w here he 
formed a law partn ersh ip with John 
B. Gordon. 
He w as one of 
Boone 
County’s 
representatives in the Gen­ 
eral Assembly in 1834. and again in 
1836. 
Upon his rem oval in 1837 
to 
Richmond in Ray county, he was a p ­ 
pointed judge of th a t circuit. 
In 1848 King was elected to 
the 
governorship, 
defeating 
the 
Whig 
candidate, Major 
Jam es 
S. Rollins. 
His adm inistration as governor was 
marked by a determ ined advocacy of 
internal improvements and of 
pro­ 
gressive measures of all kinds. 
He 
urged upon the General Assembly the 
necessity of providing legislation 
in 
aid of railroads, plank and turnpike 
roads, bridge and navigation compan-

Throughout his public career, King 


was a friend of higher education and

was one of the 
men

fostered 
the establishm ent of Columbia 
Col 
lege, "the seed from which grew 
the 
S tate U niversity”. 
Early in his ad 
m inistration as governor

mended the organization of a state de 
istered by a sta te superintendent 
of 
partm ent of education, to be admin 
public instruction, and providing for 
superintendent of schools for each 
county. 
In both public and private life King 
was a man of honesty and 
courage 
In the bitter political animosities en­ 
gendered by the

showed himself true to his convictions 
and without personal rancor in all dif 
ferenees. 
In 1862, he was elected to 
Congress as a Union Democrat. 
N ot­

in 
F ebruary, 
1865, for the 
constitutional 
am end­ 
ment, aboloshing slavery; though he 
knew at the tim e th a t such 
a

would cost him his political life. * *” 
Although his legal 
education was 
obtained in a law office in rural Ten 
nessee, Austin A. King was am ong 
the ablest of his contem poraries 
at 
the Missouri code of civil proceedure 
enacted by the General Assembly 
in 
1849. 
It was while acting successful­ 
ly as counsel for the plaintiff in one 
of the last of the cases growing out

Professor Row 
I an has proved that Increasing day ­ 
light by artificial light will cause early 
growth of gonads, or “germ-glands,”

birds have migrated.

song In the mule birds. 
Birds that have been kept by Pro 
fessor Rowan In the artificial light 
do not migrate, no matter how cold 
the weather Is. Other birds, kept only

with S ecretary of War Davis on pro­ 
gress being made in the em ergency 
study of flood control conditions as a 
basis of a report to be made to Con­ 
gress, th a t all flood victim s had been 
returned to their homes from concen­ 
tration cam ps, hut 
th a t 
46,000, or 
about 8 per cent, of the stricken still 
were dependent and were being 
ra­ 
tioned food supplies a t home. 
Some continuing destitution during 
the w inter months am ong those 
un­ 
able to finance repair to homes 
and 
to buy furniture, seed for fall plant­ 
ing, live stock, chickens and clothing, 
was predicted for about twenty coun­ 
ties. 
The Secretary could not 
esti­ 
mate at this tim e the additional funds 
hat may he needed by the Red Cross 
for this purpose, but said after pro­ 
viding for the needy and for rehabili­ 
tation m easures in 111 counties up to 
January 1, th a t more than $1,000,000 
of the relief funds would be left.

One error in my 
letter last week. 
T. C. Harbinson, Jam es 
Evans 
and 
laden were the first attor­ 
neys to locate at Cape Girardeau, not 
at Benton, Scott Countf. 
In 1798, T. 
C. Harbison and w ife 
came 
from 
Kentucky and took a Spanish Grant 
for a large body of land out on, 
or 
near, the 
Bloomfield 
gravel 
road, 
some five m iles from Cape Girardeau. 
It stayed in the fam ily name for 90 
years. 
Was sold at partition sale in 
1888. and bid in by the 
late 
Judge 
Robert Ranney. 


Mr. Harbison and w ife 
had three 
sons born to them after locating 
in 
the Cape 
district, 
nam ely, 
Darwin, 
Blair, George C., and J. R. C.—Geo. 
C. went to Scott 
County. 
He 
and 
iescendants were prominent ami lead­ 
ing citizens there for many 
years. 
John, known as Uncle Johnny, lived 
and died a bachelor, dying about 
35 
years ago in the 70th year of his age. 
Darwin B. maried Mary, the eldest 
daughter of Nathan Vanhorn, a pio­ 
neer and prominent early settler 
of 
Jackson and one of the 
early 
mer­ 
chants and hotel keepers; member of 
its first town trustees. 
H istory 
of 
lackson says in January, 1839, 
the 
Jackson Academy was opened 
with 
the trustees as follows:

ret. Edward Criddle, Nathan Vanhorn, 
John Martin and N. W. W atkins.

In 1796 Thomas Bull came 
from 
Kentucky and settled one mile south 
of Jackson, the first Baptist settler 
W est of the M ississippi. In 1797 Enos 
Kandol and wife, Becky, and ten of 
their children came from Pennsylva­ 
nia and settled near, same year, 1797. 
Rev. Mr. Johnson came from Georgia 
and preached for the little congrega­ 
tion, not in fine churches for they had 
none, but under the spreading trees. 
In 1805 Rev. 
David 
Green 
came 
over from Kentucky to near 
Com­ 
merce, Scott County, and preached for 
some of his former members and or­ 
ganized a church of six members, but 
they soon disbanded.

Says 
Judge Samuel Green a member

er, being Rev. Thomas P. Green, son 
cff Rev. David Green.

Members of the State Highway Com­ 
mission, here yesterday 
for 
their 
monthly meeting, are in full accord 
with the plan to beautify all the State 
highways 
by 
planting 
shade trees 
along the mutes, 
as 
suggested 
in 
Post-Dispatch 
editorials, 
and 
are 
willing to co-operate by adopting un­ 
iform plans nnd supervise the plant­ 
ing of trees by individuals or private 
organizations. 
Existing road laws of the State do 
not permit the use of any 
part 
of 
the State road fund for such 
work, 
but the law* could be amended by the 
next 
legislature if sufficient senti­ 
ment develops for 
beautifying 
the 
roads, it was said. 
Meanwhile 
the 
Highway Department is 
willing 
to 
co-operate as 
far 
as 
possible, the 
Commissioner* said. 
Commissioner 
K. J. 
McGrow 
of 
Lexington, suggested that 
different 
trees he chosen for planting 
along 
the different highways 
to 
give 
a 
distinctive mat king to each route, and 
that some of the road associations al­ 
ready organized along the routes ix* 
encouraged to begin the 
work 
at 
once. 
Handling of the planting by 
the 
road associations as well as by some 
patriotic 
organizations

The hog again proved 
himself 
a 
highly dependable source of farm pro­ 
fits when the advance in the recent 
hug market carried prices to the high­ 
est point in four or five months and 
more than two dollars over the sea- 
ron’a low point early in July. 
Just 
how dependable the hog is will 
be 
gleaned from an analysis of the hog 
situation. 
"A hog is a profitable market place 
for skimmilk, alfalfa and corn", we 
are told. 
"Hogs and hens fed skim­ 
milk, n by-product of cream produc­ 
tion, and home grown fdhds round out 
a type of farm diversification 
which 
rarely fails to bring prosperity to the 
individual farm er ami to the commun­ 
ity. 
“Hog production always is a high­ 
ly depend&ble source of farm profit 
when the enterprise is well managed 
and a fairly uniform number of hogs 
is marketed from year to year. 
It is 
especially effective as a profit maker 
when carried on in connection 
with 
the production of cream or butterfat 
on farms adapted to produce a large 
acreage 
of corn. 
Such 
farm s 
are 
likely to have a larger yiled of com 
than will be required for the number 
of milk cows and young cattle which 
can be carried on the legume hay and 
other rough feeds. 
On the average, 
this surplus can be marketed to the 
best advantage in the form of pork. 
In this combination the dairy furn­ 
ishes skimmilk, which is the best ops- 
sible supplement for growing pigs or 
for hogs in the fattening stage. 
While hog 
prices 
have 
declined 
sharply from the level prevailing 
a 
year ago producers can look forward 
with confidence to better prices early 
in 1928. 
Production was not greatly 
expanded, in spite of the highly fa­ 
vorable corn-hog ration, so that dras­ 
tic liquidation of herds should not be 
neressaiy to restore a 
higher 
price 
level. 
Market supplies by the sum­ 
mer of 1928 are likely to be smaller 
than this year. 
Domestic consump­ 
tion promises to be well sustained and 
contraction 
of 
production 
abroad 
should lead to a better foreign 
de­ 
mand by next summer. 
“ In the first seven months of 
the 
present year 26,524,000 hogs 
were 
slaughtered under federal inspection 
against 24,206,000 'In the same period 
last year, an increase of 9:5 per cent”, 
it is pointed out. 
“ When the rise in 
corn forced many hogs to market last 
June, the slaughter was 25 per cent 
greater than a year previous. 
About 
half the increase in numbers has been 
offset by sm aller 
average 
weights, 
but the quantity of product probably 
has exceeded the corresponding per­ 
iod last year by five per cent. 
“ After April 1928 receipts of hogs 
will depend primarily on the number 
of pigs raised this fall. 
Comprehen­ 
sive observations indicate that there 
will be a substantial decrease. 
Pres­ 
ent conditions suggest that the corn 
situation will 
result 
in 
marketing 
hogs at light weights next summer. 
Hog prices at that time should aver­ 
age considerably higher than 
they 
did in the summer just past”. 


Washington, September 16.—Secre­ 
tary Jardine has decided that no more 
price forecasta such as 
that 
which 
caused a violent reaction 
yesterday 
in the cotton market are to be issued 
by the Department of Agriculture. 
Mr. 
Jardine 
made 
his 
decision 
known in a formal statement after the 
flurry of yesterday had been discuss­ 
ed at a cabinet meeting. 
Referring to yest»day’s forecast, he 
said he felt the statement “has had 
an undue effect on the m arket” 
and 
added: 
“ Nevertheless I huve issued instruc­ 
tions discontinuing 
for 
the 
future 
similar statements for cotton which 
indicate price trends”. 
Officials held 
that 
although 
the 
Ion grange indications were helpful to 
farmers, they 
also might be put 
to 
harmful use 
otherwise 
in 
market 
.peculation and that until the public 
had been bette reducated to the pur­ 
pose of the statements, the part 
of 
wisdom dictated that they be discon­ 
tinued.

The Quetta nec­ 
tarine is represented 
in 
commercial 
orchard plantings in California and 
is recommended for 
culture 
as 
a 
home garden fruit in the cotton-grow­ 
ing States and in Missouri, Illinois, 
Indiana, Ohio, Kentucky and Tennes­ 
see. 
An added 
advantage 
of

tarine is its smooth 
and 
firm skin 
which adds to the shipping quality of 
the fruit.
